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Dear Sir, 

J T has been given out by the writers of paragraphs in fome of the pub- 
A lic papers, that the oppofers of ofenjive mealures againft the Indians are 
enemies of the federal government. Perhaps it may be true in fome in- 
ftances ; but I know for certain, that fome of the firmeft and motft re- 
{pe€table friends of government, are of this fentiment; and I believe it 
will appear in the end, that they have more wifdom, than the advocates 
of the fanguinary and exterminating plan, 

I was in company the other évening whcre fome gentleman were dif- 
courfing on this fubjeét with that freedom and harmony which ever char 
acterize the friends of {cience and of truth, and [ will here give you what 
, I can recolle& of their converfation, 

** The moft fatal enemy to barbarifm is civilization, It is the parent 
ef population ; the guardian of the mother, and the infant, and the pa 
tron of thofe arts by which we procure the means of living for a large 
number of people in a {mall territory. It enlarges our views, and leads 
to thofe important inquiries which exercife all the powers of the human 
mind, It difpels the clouds of ignorance by which the uncivilized mind 
is incircled and opens the page in which we may read the dignity of hu- 
man nature, 

“When the civilized Europeans gained footing on the American 
fhores, they laid a foundation to fecure, by the molt righteous means, all 
the territory they ever cafi want. Their mode af life was calculated ta 
counteratt the vices of the natives. Civilizedand uncivilized people can- 
not live in the fame neighbourhood. The former are employed in re- 
moving as faft as pofhble that natural growth from the lands, which is 
abfolutely ncceflary for the food and range of thofe animals, on which 
the latter principally depend for food. ‘They are thus driven from their, 
former haunts to feek further for fhelter. But they do not find an afy- 
lum ; for they foon difcover that the forefts are incapable of giving them 
an ample fupport. ‘Their number of confequence is dimini fhed. 

‘That many of the tribes of Indians have become extiné fince our 
firft {ettlement in this country, is a fa€t too well cftablifhed to need proof, 
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Others, reduced by famine, war and difeafe, have become fo inconfidera* 
ble, that they have been abforbed in the neighbouring tribes, and their 
formcr names are forgotten. 

‘“* As we have extended our poffeffions and increafed our cultivation, 
we have rendered the country in their vicinity of no importance to the 
natives. For the game effential to their life and happinefs, retires from 
the neighbourhood of a peopled and cultivated territory. As often as 
this is difcovered by an improvident race, the lands fo abandoned have 
been eafily obtained from them, and foon become peopled. 

‘Tu proportion as their limits have been circumfcribed, their numbers 
have neceflarily decreafed ; for the number of inhabitants muft always be 
governed @° the means of fubfiflence. This is an eafy and natural mode 
of extending our limits, There have been inftances of attempting it, in 
a different way, but carnage and defolation have been the confequence, 
and this muft always be the cafe when we attempt to enlarge our borders fafter 
than they are enlarged hy the natural retirement of the favages; in confe- 
quence of the advantages refulting com civilization. It is a truth well eftab- 
lifhed, that each tribe contains as great a number as can be fupported 
within the limits afligned to it. For this reafon, no tribe can be driven 
fron its Owa territory without immediate injury to itfelf, or to others, 

“That the feveral tribes are thus fudl, and that to obtain a fupply of 
food is a laborious and difcouraging tafk to them, may be evinced by this 
circumftance, that it is ¢ommon with the women to ufe various arts to 
prevent as much as pofflible the increafe of their families. 

** If it appear that the natives, in a natural courfe of things, have al- 
ways retired as faft as we are able to fill up the chafms, mutt it not excite 
our furprife, that an attempt, hazardous im itfelf, injurious to others, and 
problematical in its iffue, fhould be made, to precipitate an event, which 
in the nature of things, muft take place ? 

* The ideas entertained by our forefathers that the Deity was interpof- 
ing in their favour, by “ cafting out the heathen before them,” {cems to’ 
have gained too general a reception. It is true of bodies of men as well 
as of individuals, that when they confider themfelves the peculiar fa- 
vourites of heaven, they become vain and'conceited; much happier could 
it be if they would clothe themfelves with juftice,; mercy and humility. 
‘The idea that the favages are not to be trufted ; and that they ought to be 
exterminated by fire and fword, is too horrid to be entcrtained in a civ- 
Hized mind- Though there isthe higheft probability that they will re- 
tire before the light of fcience and truth, and make way for its becoming 
univerfal; yet to haften this by unrighteous meafures, would be as im- 
proper as it would be to remove by violence, the prefent generation of 
mankind, becaufe God in his providence will certainly remove them and’ 
take way for another.” 

Such was the fubftance of the converfation as far as it refpeéted the 
moral and philofophical fides of the queftion, On the political fide it 
was obferved, that the confequence of profecuting the plan of * pu nifhing 
the Indians,” as Mr Knox is pleafed to call the offenfive operations, 
would be the flaiughter of a much greater number of our citizens, a long 
and difttetfmg war, an accumulation of debt which all the lands acquir- 
vd would never be able to difeharge: An increafe of half pay officers, 
and invalid pentioners, a more widely extended frontier to be defended, 
and a continual drain of men from agricultural and mechastical employ- 
“tents to form a ftanding army. In fine, that inftead of punifhing the 
ladians, we fhould punith ourfelves, and inftead of a war again{t them, 
We fhould make a war againft the Treasury ef the Untrev Srares.

Anf. 5. | Laas nee are not binding whichare releafed by the promifee, 
The perfon to whom the promife is made, is the promifce, 
though the thing promifed may be for the bencfit of athird perfon. The 
erfon by whom a promife is ¢onveyed to a third, is not the promifee, but 
he perfon to whom it is conveyed. Promifes to one perfon for the ben- 
efit of another are nut releafed by the death of the promifee ; for that 
neither makes the performance impoflible, nor implies any confent to re- 

teafe the promifer from his obligation. 

Anf. 6. Erroneous promifes are not binding in certain cafes as (1) were 
the error proceeds from the miftake or mifreprefentation of the promifee. 
(2) when the promife is underftood by the promifee to proceed on a cer- 
tain fuppofition, and that fuppofition turns out to be falfe. A man is 
bound to fatisfy only the expe€tation which he intended to excite ; what- 
ever condition, therefore, he intended to fubje& that expe€ation to, be- 
comes an effential condition of the promife. PALEY.

Account of the Mand of Car Nicobar in the Eaft Endies ; from the journal 

: _. Of an American traveller, never before pubtifhed. 
HE inhabitants of Car Nicobar feem to be the happielt peopie in the 
world, if a ftate of nature is allowed to be a flate of happinefs. 
The coco nuts and yams form their principal food ; in addition to which 
they have hogs, poultry and fifh in abundance. Their pork, fed with 
coco nuts, is preferable to any that I ever tafted. ‘The men have no 
clothing unlefs a girdle round the waift, one end of which is drawn tight 
between their legs and tucked up behind can be called fuch. The wom- 
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en wear a fhort petticoat, and a {mall piece of cotton cloth bound over 
their breafts. Their huts are circular, raifed on ftakes and terminating 
ina point. A dozener twenty af thefe ftanding together, as the fitua- 
tion may admit, form a cantonment, of which there are feveral along the 
fhore. Their government is altogether patriarchal. 

Nothing can exceed the agility of the men in climbing the coco nut 
tree. They put their feet into a ftring or withe, fo as to keep them 
from {preading too far afunder ; then putting them to the tree. and ex- 
tending their arms. as high as they can reach, round its trunk, they, at 
every pitch, go their whole length ; and from my own obfervation, I 
have no doubt, that one of thefe people would climb a tree, ef the talleft 
kind, while another perfon, at a common ftep, could go the fame length 
on the ground, 

“Tt is impoflible to fee people more gentle than thefe iflanders. They 
feem to poflefs much of the milk of human khindnefs, and though they fre- 
quently fee Europeans, and have fometimes fuffered by their rapacity ; 
vet they ftill continue ftranger's to the vices and paffions of a civilized 
ftate. This is the concurring teftimony of thofe who have been often a- 
mong them ; and it is the more extraordinary, as the inhabitants cf the 
Andamans, a clufter of IMlands ; but a few degrees northward of them are 
canibals. 

** The Nicobar Iflands lie between 7 and 10 ° of N. Latitude at the en- 
trance of the bay af Bengal ; but though almoft in the midft of the tor- 
rid zone, the air is continually cooled by the breezes from the fea. The 
trade of thefe Iflands confifts chiefly in coco nuts, which the natives fell 
to the county fhips of India, that carry them to Pegu; where they al- 
ways procure a full cargo of teak timber. This fpecies of wood is {aid to 
be the beft in the world for fhip building ; as fhips are now running that 
have been built and kept employed upwards of fixty years. Its peculiar 
excellence, befides its ftrength, is a certain oilinefs in the grain, which 
effectually preferves the iron bolts and nails from ruft, On thefe ac- 
counts it meets a ready fale at Calcutta, Bombay and other fettlements oR 
both fides the peninfula.” ‘

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 
WARSAW, Nov. 11. 

COUNT OTTOU nz STACKLEBERG, fon to the late ambaflador 
from Ruiha to the king and the republic, paffed by here, lately, with 
{ome important difpatches from Cobleniz to Peterfburgh. The court of 
Ruflia certainly interefis itfelf very ftrongly in the caufe of the French 
princes and the other emigrants, even at the courts of Vienna and Berlin, 
ii bchalf of whom fhe claims the execution of the declaration of Pilnitz. 
Their Catholic and Swedith majefties entértain the fame fentiments, and 
thefe three powers would willingly have all thofe of Lurope form a con- 
federacy againft the new fyftem cftablifhed in France. But the Emperor 
is not of the fame opinion, and tells them, that the acceptation of his 
loft Chriftian Majefty has changed the face of affairs. In reply to this, 
they maintain, that the acceptation was not free, and, therefore, can add 
no folidity to a conftitution eftablifhed by violence ; but many aéts, fub- 
fequent to the acceptation, bear the acknowledgment of Lews XVIth, 
that it was free, and grounded in cool reflecion. In this fituaticn of affairs, 
tne court of Berlin refers itfelf to that of Vienna, and apparently one will 
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nobexplain itfelf without the other; but they obferve, that the declara- 
tion of Pilnitz having for its bafis the concurrence of ali the principal 
wers, a want of concert, in this regard, deftroys all its obligatory.force ; 
and, without mentioning the others, England has declared, that neither 
her doincftic pofition, nor her commercial interefts, wall fuffer her to 
concur in vislent meafures, to put an end to troubles which fecure her 
ewn fecurity and profperity.

ABRIDGMENT, OF THE STATE OF POLITICS FOR THIS WER. 
_ The grand obje& ftill of political difcourfe is the fituation of our affairs 
in the Eaft Indies.—As vittory; is often afcribed, without caufe. to the 
fkill of a commander in chief, fo, in like manner, is the event of fuccefs 
in many inftances, attributed with equal injuftice to military error nied 
mifcondu€t. Of. the mumerous commentators on the conduét of Lord 
Cornwallis in the prefent war with Tippoo, fome now affirm that he 
ought not, on any account, to have ftirred from Bangalore until the re- 
turn of fair weather, A few months {pent at.that place might have been 
fpent to good purpofe. As the late King of Pruffia lay quietly for a 
rontidcrable time, in the rigor of,winter, at Breflaw, and in that interval 
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of inattion, by difcipline in his army, by fuftice, by yenerolity atrd atte 
bility, and induced them to regard him not as an enémy, but a protéttot 
and friend—So the Earl of Cornwallis, by a fimilar ‘conda@ for forte 
months at Bangalore, might have won the favor of the Myforeans, ‘arid 
prepared their minds againft the time of his taking the field, for a genet 
al revolt againft the power of the tyrant. General Aberttromby oliglt, 
in that cafe, either to have remained, or returned to the tefritory below 
the Ghauts, until the proper feafon for ation. Others, again, are of 
opinion, that the Britifh commander, inftead of wafting fome days in 
mancuvring and fighting with Tippoo near hs eae ene dusht to 
have croffed the ¢avery while it Was yet forduble, and préceeded 
ftraight tewards Pariapatam, im order to fofm a fun@ién With the ‘de- 
tachments under General Abercromby, whom he would have thus 
faved ‘from the loffes and difafters with a fudden retreat into the low 
country, after the rain had fet in, muft neceffarily have Gccafioned. It 
is true, that i their return to Bangalore they could nét crofs the Cavery 
near Seringapatam’: But a few days march would have carried them 
round by a part of the river, fearer its fource, at all tinies paffable. By 
this conduét, too, our army would have efcaped the danger and the mor- 
tification of being reduced to a ftate of abfolute dependence or fubfif- 
tence and fafety on the Mahrattas ; for General Abercromby had'brought 
up with him, from the Mahratta coaft, more that a months provifions. 
For our part, we forbear all ftru€ure on the cohdu€& of the command. 
ér in chief, as’ we are not acquainted with all the circumftances under 
which he fhaped his condu&. We doubt not in the teaft but he will, jn 


due time, juftify his conduét to’ the fatisfaGtion of all meh of candor and 
reafoh.

Congrefs of the United States. 
HOUSE of REPRESENTATIVES, 
THURSDAY, Jan.2g. : 
Ts Committe of tht whole.on the bill providing for ‘the defence of thé 
frotiers ; the queftion under confideratién— a ‘motion ‘to ffrike ‘out 
the fecond {e<¢tion, of the bill, which*contemplates the raifing of three 
additional regimtnts of infantry, and a fquadron of light dragoons, 


amounting in all to’ three thoufand atid forty men} exclufive of con® 
iniffioned officers, 








In favor of the motion, ahd againft the propofed augmentation of the 
milatary eflablifhment, it was urged, 

That the Indian war, in which the United States are at prefent in- 
volved, was, in its Min, as unjuftly undertaken, as it has fince been un- 
wifely and unfucéelsfully concu&ed ; that’ depredations had’ been com- 
mitted by the whites, a3 well as by the Indians; and the whites were 
molt probably the aggreffors, as they frequently matie encroachments on 
the Indian lands, wherein the Indians fhewed no’ inclination to obtain 
potfeffion of ourtterritory, of even to make temporary invafions, ‘until ur- 
ged to it by a fenfe of their wronus’: ‘A proof of this unencroaching ‘dif- 
pofition on their part plainly appeared in théir cdndutt, after the vitto- 
ry they lately obtained over our troops ; for, when flufhed with fucecefs, 
they might have {wept the country before’ them) atid penetrated as far as 
Pitttburg, they contented'themfelves with the ads antage they had‘gained 
over their invaders, and did not attempt to invade our territones in re- 


turn, although there was no where at hané‘a fufficient forge to check their 
career, 
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The mode pf treating the Indians in general, was reprobated as un- 
ife and impolitic ; the Indians are with difficulty to be reduced by the 
word, but may eafily be gained by juftice and moderation ; and although 

their cruelties are alledged as reafons for a different condué, and the fut; 
rings of the white people pathetically deplored, thefe narratives, (it was 
ent are at beft but ex-parte evidence : We hear nothing of the fuffer- 
ings of the Indians: But if Cornplanter’s fpeech were read, it would {et 
the matter in a very different point of view, and furnifh a complete an- 
{wer to all the char es of their accufers, 
‘ Peace (it was faid) may be obtained from the Indian tribes at a much 
lefs expenfe, than would be neceffary for the fupport of the war; to per- 
fevere in hoftilities, would be wafting the public money to a very bad 
-purpofe indced ; for fuppofing our arms crowned with viftory, what are 
the advantages we may expeét to reap from our fuccefs; we can only 
ain poffeflion of their lands, a pofleffion, that muft long continue un- 
productive of the fmalle{t benefit, as we already poilefs land fufficient, 
morc, in fag, than we will be able to cultivate fora whol: century to 
come. ny 
Inftead of being ambitious to extend pur boundaries, it would anfwer 
a much better national purpofe rather to check the roving difpofition of 
the frontier fettlers, and prevent them from too fuddenly extending 
themfelves to the weitern waters; if kept clofer together and more near- 
ly conne€ted with the old fettlements, they would be more ufeful to the 
community at large, and would not fo frequently involve us in unneceffa- 
ry and expenfive wars with the Indians: But if permitted to rove at 

leafure, they will kegp the nation embroiled in iid ‘tenes warfare, as 
oe as the Indians have a fiagle acre of ground to reft upon. 

If the citizens of the United States were recalled within their proper 
boundaries, there they might, for years to come, cultivate the foil in 
peace, neither invaded, nor invading, As the country progretfes in pop- 
ulation, and our limits are found too narrow, it will then be foon enough 
to contemplate a gradual extenfion of our fronticrs—but in the mean 
time, it is an idle profufion of blood and treafure, to carry war beyond our 
"prefent line of forts : It is only expofing our arms to difgrace, betraying 
our own weaknefs, and leffening the public confidence in the general 
government, to fend forth armies to be butchered in the forefts, whilf 
we fuffer the Britifh to keep poffefMion of pofts within our territory. 

As long as Britain is fuffered to retain thofs pofts, we can never hope 
to fucceed againft the Indians! nor onght we to trace onr late misfortune 
to any other fource than her ftill holding them in her poffeffion :—Were 
they in our hands, the Indians could not carry on their operations againft 
us with the fame degree of vigor as they now do; for it is from thofe 
forts that they obtain their fupplies of arms and ammunition, with which 
they can be at all times, plentifully furnifhed, as long as things continus 
en their prefeut footing. ;

- February 6.—Captain Latimer, of the brig Hannah from Cape Francois, 
arrived at New York laft Thurfday. This veffel brings accounts from 
Cape Francois that the negroes were ftill burning and deftroying the 
country. The day before the failed, viz. 1ft of January, the negroes had 
made a defperate attack on Fort Dauphin, the event of which was not 
known, ° The produce of the ifjand of every kind was véry fcarce, the 
price of which Was’ enhancing daily. 150 troops had arrived from 
France, who brought accounts that 309 more were to fail two or three 
days after.—Accunts were at the Cape from Port au’ Prince that the re- 
mains of the town was'depopulated. On the r5th December an engage- 
ment began between the mulattoes and whites ; the event of which was 
not known.” The fhipping in the harbour was embargoed. St. Marks 
was in poffeffion of the mulattoes, who had armed a fhip and feveral 
{mall veffels; which were cruifing to intercept veffels going into Port 
du Prince—they had taken a French fchooner loaded with provifions, 
and carried her into St. Marks—the Captain in attempting to efcape was 
fhot. Qn the firft of Januasy three Spainards'‘were made prifoners on 
fufpicion of their being employed by the negroes to fet fire to the town of 
Cape Frangois. The negroes had made fome propofals to furrender, but 
there was reafon to apprehend they were made with’a treacherous defign

Wait the determination of the monfoonus. One account fays : That the 
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Mahrattas army, from Darwar, had joined him, which confifted of 50,099 
Foot, and 30,000 horfe, juft before the battle commenced. It is faid, that 
Gen. Abercrombie’s retreat with 10,000 men, was precipitate and dread- 
ful, though torrents of rain, leaving immenfe arms, equipage, and ftores 
behind. 
The princes of France, ftill keep up alarms of their counter-revolution 
intentions, from the neighbouring kingdoms, particularly Germany; on 
which fubjeé& the National Affembly have addreffed the king ferioufly, 
faying, “It belongs to you to {peak to foreign powers in a tone becoming 
the French. Tell them, that whenever preparations againft France are 
faffered, thofe who fuffer them will be confidered as enemies.” : 
Letters from Portugal fay, that the meafure refolved upon by the fu- 
reme council to preferve the empire from the principles now prevailin} 
in France, are obferved with the greateft rigor. It is not only Seuhibited 
to read French newfpapers, pamphlets, &c. but any even upon, fimilar 
matters, or the leaft partial interference, whether for or agaiuft the Na- 
tional Affembly, is treated as accime. Several perfons, both foreigners 
‘and natives, have been feized for tranfgreffing thofe laws. The French 
ambaffador has lately defired the court to deliver up a Frenchman of 
quality, whom he knew to have been feized for fpeaking his thoughts 
with too much freedom. The court defired the ambaflador to refcue thé 
viétim from the hands of any jurifdi€tion where he fhould findhim. The 
ftri€teft and moft diligent fearch has been made on the part of the ambaf- 
fador ; but being urisble to find the ill-fated obje€&t any where, matters 
muft reft as they are. Orders have been fent to the fronticrs, and to all 
the harbors of the kingdom, to fuffer no ftrangers to enter the country, 


- nor. go.on fhore, without his having been previoufly examined ; and 


{ome ftrangers muft, in fimilar cafes, obtain a fpecial permiffion from the 
court. The Portuguefe troops are to"hold themfelves in a ftate of com- 
plete fteadinefs, Itis reported that the count of Madrid has requefted an 
army of 12,000 auxiliaries from the Queen, to which her Majetty is faid 
to have anfwered, that the prefent crifis of affairs of the kingdom render 
it dangerous to fend off any troops, whofe prefence was more than ever 
neceffary to maintain peace: Her Majefly, however, was ready, in cafe 
the cabinet of Madrid fhould require,to fend fubfidies in money to defray 
the expenfes of raifing and maintaining 12,000 men. All the civil de- 
pureres have received orders {peedily to colle& all ftanding debts, to 


furnifh the royal treafury with fufficient fums for an emergency.

Extract from LINDSAY’s Hotel Diary, Fan. 27, 1792. 

We have heard very melancholy news from the road—The fhip George, (thu: 
draws 18 feet) is forced by the tce into 13 feet off the mouth of Tanners’s Crees, 
and obliged to bear the force of fields of ice, which throws her on her beam ends 
each way, as the tide ebbs and flows—The fhip Thomas, after floating several 
days up and down the river, is drove afhore on Pigg point—The Friends, with 
three other fquare rigged veffels, are in the ice off Nanfemond, and at the meriy 
of the tide—The floop Hamilton, was drove on Sewel’s Point, and cut fo by tie 
2ce, that fle had at one time three feet water in hw hold ; fortunately, a large 
field of ice threw her on her beam ends, fo that her leak was out of water ; the 
Captain took the advantage, and got it flopped ; fhould the weather prove far- 
orable, we hope fhe will de fafemeThere is a brig in from Salem, forced on the 
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Diamond rocke—The brig-—smof Baltimore, Captain Kerney, after floating 
feveral days, as the ice allowed, by good fortune found an opening, and we be- 
l:eve got to fea two days age. , 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock, P. M. in taking a view of the Bay and Road 
from Sewell s Point, there appeared nothing but ice in the Bay as far as the 
éye could compass: And in the Road large fields of floating ice.
